ACT 



For amending certain of the Mile- Ways leading to 
Oxford; for making a commodious Entrance 
through the Pariih of Saint Clement ; for Re- 
building or Repairing Magdalen Bridge ; for 
making commodious Roads from the faid Bridge, 
through the Univerfity and City, and the Ave- 
nues leading thereto ; for Cleannng and Lighting 
the Streets, Lanes, and Places within the faid 
Univerfity and City, and the Suburbs thereof, 
and the faid Pariih of Saint Clement ; for re- 
moving Nuifances and Annoyances therefrom, 
and preventing the like for the future ; for 
empowering Colleges and Corporations to alienate 
their Eftates there ; for Removing, Holding, 
and Regulating Markets within the faid City ; 
and for other Purpofes. 

WHEREAS fuch of the feveral Roads near the Preamble. 
Univerfity and City of Oxford ufually called the 
Mile- Ways, as are not Part of any Turnpike Road, are 
in a very bad State and Condition ; and the Annual 
Payments directed or mentioned to be paid in lieu of ' 
every Yard Land within five Miles of the (aid Univerfity 
and City of Oxford^ or the Francbifes of the fame, by ^ 
an ASt made in the Eighteenth Year of the Reign of 
Qtueeti Elimabetbf intituied, <^ Jbt ABjor the Repairing Aet of the 
•* and Amending of the Bridges and liigbways near unto ^^^ ^^ 
« the City of Oxford," have been found infufficieot to^^^^^'^^^^^^ 
keep the faid Brides and Roads in Repiur, although fufficient.

confiderable Sums of Money have been raifed and 
added-thereto by private Contribution : 

And whereas the Bridge called Magdalen Bridge^ 
over the River Cberwell, hear Magdalen College in flie 
faid Univerfity, is in a decayed and very ruinous State ; 
by Beafon whereof and of its Narrownefs, and the 
Difficulty of Accefs thereto through the faid Parifti of 
Saint Clement^ it is very incommodious and dangerous 
to Travellers : 

And whereas the Roads from the faid Bridge, through 
the feveral Streets in the faid Univerfity and City, to 
the great Roads lying on the North, South, and Weft 
Sides of the faid Univerfity and City, are in many 
Parts fo very narrow arid incommodious, and fo greatly 
obftruSed by Nuifances and Annoyances, as well as by 
various Encroachments and Projeftions, as to render 
the faid Roads inconvenient and dangerous to Tra- 
vellers : 

And whereas the faid Univerfity and City, and the 
Suburbs thereof, and the Parifh of Saint Clement^ are 
not^properly cleanfed or lighted, and are much annoyed 
by Projections and Encroachments, and fubjefl: to many 
Nuifances ; 

May it therefore pleafe your Majesty, 

That it may be Ena&ed ; and be it Ena^ed^ by the

Dining Hall, or fome other puolic Place, between the 
Hours of Nine and Twelve in the Forenoon of the 
Third Tue/day after the palling of this AQ,, or as foon 
after as^ conveniently may be, and the major Part of 
fuch Perfons then refident, and there aflembled, (hall 
and may proceed to ele& One of the Fellows, or 
Mafters of Arts, or Perfons of fuperior Degree on the 
Foundation of fuch their refpeftive College, to be a 
Commiffioner for fuch refpeftive College : And in cafe 
of an Equality of Votes in the EleSion of a Com- 
miflioner for any fuch College refpeflively, the H^ad 
or Governor, or in his Abfence his Deputy, or in their 
Abfence, the fenior FeUow prefent, of mch College, 
ihall have the cafting Voice; and fuch Perfon fo 
clefted {hall and may continue to aft and be a Com- 
miflioner {or putting in Execution the Powers in this 
ASt contained, during the Time he fhall aftually remain 
a Fellew of fuch College, or on the Foundation thereof ;
